Pan-canadian  science  project 

Provincial  Consultations 

In  mid-March  1996,  Alberta  Education  received 
the  consultative  draft  of  the  Vision  and 
Introduction  to  the  Common  Framework  of 
Science  Outcomes.  The  consultative  draft 
included  the  following  sections: 

• Vision  for  the  Framework 

• Preface:  describing  the  intent  of  the  project 

• Science  for  Canadian  Students:  outlining 
the  goals  for  science  education  in  Canada 

• Nature  of  Science 

• Nature  of  the  Learner:  describing  how 
students  learn  best 

• Foundation  Statements:  serving  as  sources 
for  the  general  and  specific  learner 
outcomes  for  knowledge,  unifying  concepts, 
skills  and  strategies,  attitudes;  and  science, 
technology,  society  and  environment  (STSE) 
connections. 

Alberta  Education  is  working  with  its  partners 
in  education  to  keep  them  informed  about  the 
Pan-Canadian  Science  Project  and  to  seek  their 
input  and  advice.  Copies  of  the  consultation 
draft  and  a response  guide  were  sent  to  school 
jurisdictions,  professional  associations,  post- 
secondary scientists  and  science  instructors, 
business  and  industry  representatives,  science 
teachers,  and  interested  individuals.  Regional 
meetings  were  convened  in  Calgary  on 
March  28,  1996  and  in  Edmonton  on  April  1, 
1996  to  provide  interested  individuals  with  an 
orientation  to  the  project — its  goals  and 
purposes — and  to  solicit  input  and  discussion  on 
the  consultative  draft. 

In  addition,  the  Alberta  Advisory  Committee  on 
the  Pan-Canadian  Science  Project  met  on 
April  3,  1996  to  review  the  consultative  draft. 

This  committee  has  representation  from 
classroom  teachers  K-12,  the  Alberta  Teachers’ 
Association,  scientists  from  industry  and  post- 
secondary institutions,  elementary  and 
secondary  school  principals,  College  of  Alberta 
School  Superintendents  (CASS),  and  school 
boards. 

Altogether,  over  170  individuals,  representing  a 
variety  of  groups,  participated  in  the  consultation 
process. 
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Generally,  the  Vision  and  Introduction  to  the 
Common  Framework  of  Science  Outcomes  was 
well  received.  Most  individuals  and  groups 
made  favourable  remarks  and  were  supportive 
of  the  overall  directions.  Reviewers  provided 
ideas  on  how  the  various  sections  can  be  refined 
or  expanded,  but  found  the  basic  ideas  to  be 
realistic  and  well-thought-out.  All  sections 
received  positive  responses. 

A summary  of  the  responses  in  the  form  of  a 
report  was  sent  to  the  lead  provinces  (British 
Columbia  and  Manitoba),  to  all  school 
jurisdictions,  to  the  individuals  who  participated 
in  regional  meetings  and  to  those  persons  who 
sent  us  a response  guide.  Specific  and  general 
comments  from  Alberta  reviewers,  and  from 
other  jurisdictions,  will  be  taken  into 
consideration  when  revising  the  consultative 
draft.  On  May  21,1 996  the  revised  draft  of  the 
Vision  and  Introduction  to  the  Common 
Framework  of  Science  Outcomes  was  reviewed 
by  the  Project  Steering  Committee  for  interim 
approval. 

Writing  of  general  learner  outcomes  began  in 
mid-April  and  will  continue  into  the  summer,  at 
which  time  work  on  the  specific  learner 
outcomes  will  begin.  Regional  meetings  in 
Edmonton  and  Calgary  are  planned  for  mid- 
November  1996  to  give  Albertans  an  opportunity 
to  review  and  provide  input  on  the  draft’s  general 
and  specific  learner  outcomes.

Provincial  achievement 

TESTING 

Materials  for  local  marking  of  achievement  tests 
were  provided  for  teachers  when  tests  were 
mailed  to  schools.  Teachers  who  marked  locally 
were  encouraged  to  submit  their  marks  for  the 
written  part  of  the  language  arts  tests  to  Alberta 
Education  to  serve  as  the  “first  read”  during 
central  marking  in  July. 

In  addition  to  the  achievement  tests, 
performance-based  assessments  were 
administered  to  a sample  of  students  in  schools 
across  the  province  April  29  through  May  24. 


This  year,  the  performance-based  activities  were 
in  Grade  3 Mathematics  (English  and  French), 
Grade  6 English  Language  Arts  and  French 
Language  Arts,  and  Grade  9 Mathematics 
(English  and  French).

Western  Canadian  protocol 

English  Language  Arts 

Under  lead  province  Manitoba,  work  is 
proceeding  in  development  of  The  Common 
Curriculum  Framework  for  K~12  English 
Language  Arts:  Western  Canadian  Protocol  for 
Collaboration  in  Basic  Education. 

The  general  and  specific  learner  outcomes  for 
Kindergarten  to  Grade  9 are  expected  to  be 
available  by  September  1996.  Work  will 
continue  in  the  development  of  the  senior  high 
school  learner  outcomes. 

The  revised  Alberta  K-9  language  arts  program 
is  scheduled  to  be  available  in  1997,  with 
provincial  implementation  scheduled  for 
September  1998.  Implementation  will  depend 
upon  the  availability  of  resources  to  support  the 
program.

International  Languages 

At  their  February  22-23,  1996  meeting  the 
Western  Canadian  Protocol  Deputy  Ministers  of 
Education  approved,  in  principal,  a proposal  for 
collaboration  in  international  languages.  The 
need  for  language  programs  is  growing  in  all 
jurisdictions  as  students  and  parents  realize  the 
importance  of  languages  in  the  global  workplace. 
Each  province  and  territory  is  facing  the  need  to 
provide  language  programs  in  many  languages, 
but  for  relatively  small  populations  of  students. 
The  proposal  for  collaboration  was  brought 
forward  by  Alberta  and  Saskatchewan  who, 
along  with  Manitoba,  will  be  undertaking  the 
following  four  joint  projects  under  the  Western 
Canadian  Protocol. 
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Project  I:  Making  Mova  I Rozmova 
Available  to  Students 

The  Ukrainian  language  Mova  i rozmova 
materials — student  books,  teacher  guides, 
filmstrips  and  audiocassettes — were  developed 
and  piloted  under  a previous  agreement.  They 
are  ready  for  final  formatting,  publishing  and 
distribution.  This  project  will  be  completed  in 
partnership  with  the  Ukrainian  Canadian 
Congress  in  Winnipeg. 

Project  II:  International  Languages 
Programming  Framework 

This  project  entails  the  development  of  a 
generic,  levels-based  curriculum  framework  for 
international  language  courses  with  general  and 
specific  learner  outcomes  and  illustrative 
examples  depicting  levels  of  language 
proficiency.  The  document  will  be  written  in 
English  and  will  be  applicable  across  languages, 
Kindergarten  to  Grade  12.  A companion 
document  will  show  application  to  early,  middle 
and  late  entry  points. 

Project  III:  Bilingual  International  Language 
Programming  Framework 

This  project  entails  the  development  of  a 
generic,  levels-based  curriculum  framework  for 
bilingual  international  language  programs  with 
general  and  specific  learner  outcomes  and 
illustrative  examples.  It  will  be  written  in  English 
and  will  be  applicable  to  Kindergarten  to 
Grade  12  programs.  This  framework  will 
complement  the  Western  Canadian  Protocol 
framework  for  English  language  arts  and  the 
framework  for  international  language  courses. 

Project  IV:  Interprovincial  Information  Base 
for  International  Languages 

This  project  entails  the  development  of  a format 
for  an  interprovincial  information  base  on 
international  language  education,  using  Internet 
home  page  initiatives  in  each  jurisdiction. 


Mathematics 

Programs  of  Study  K-9  (English  and  French) 

The  Kindergarten  to  Grade  9 portion  of  the 
Common  Curriculum  Framework  for  K-12 
Mathematics:  Western  Canadian  Protocol  for 
Collaboration  in  Basic  Education,  1 995  has  been 
authorized  for  implementation  as  the  Alberta 
Program  of  Studies  for  K-9  Mathematics,  1 996. 
Supporting  rationale,  general  outcomes'and 
specific  outcomes  required  for  implementation  are 
identified  by  shading  in  the  Alberta  Education  June 
1996  edition  of  the  1995  document.  English 
versions  of  both  the  1996  and  the  1995  documents 
are  available  on  the  Internet. 

The  implementation  dates  for  the  K-9  mathematics 
program  are: 

• Grade  7 and  Grade  9 in  September  1 996 

• Kindergarten  to  Grade  6,  and  Grade  8,  in 
September  1997. 

English  and  French  print  copies  of  the  Alberta 
Education  Program  of  Studies  for  K-9 
Mathematics,  1996  are  being  sent  to  appropriate 
schools  and  school  jurisdictions  in  June  1996.

The  development  of  the  framework  for  Grade  10  to 
Grade  12  mathematics  is  continuing  with 
completion  scheduled  for  June  1996.  Also  in  June, 
a call  for  resources,  on  behalf  of  the  Western 
Canadian  Protocol,  will  be  initiated.  Anticipated 
implementation  dates  for  Alberta  are: 


Work  on  the  first  joint  project  will  begin  early 
summer  of  1996.  All  projects  are  scheduled  to 
be  completed  by  March  31,  1998.  A parallel 
proposal  for  Protocol  collaboration  in  Native 
languages  is  being  developed  by  a working 
committee  of  Native  educators  from  the  six 
Protocol  jurisdictions.
